Hided it was is evidenced by th< pres- 
ence of those who represent such dif- 
ferent walks in life. His was n rare 
jicrsinalllN. 
His 
vivacity, 
confi- 
dence, good humor and geniality were 
welcomed' in every circle. He seemed 
to be as much at home in one com- 
pany us in another. With him there 
was no barriers between classes. The 
best that he possessed was at tbe dis- 
posal of any who had need. Hi- did 
not hold himself aloof from the low- 
est."Long ere this he has been cliamc- 
terizcd as 'Jersey City's foremost citi- 
zen. ' How little the young man who 
came from Bristol, Pa., loity-two 
yean ago, must have expected to at- 
tain such proipioencc. 
His public 


usefulness has been signally marked 
by tbe flag at half mast on the City 
Hall, and this for a private citizen, 
who never held, or aspired to public 
office. 


"His unique business cured bus 


been described by tbe press. 
His 


strong physique, 
large mind and 


laiger heart were used to the utmost. 
He was an Indefatigable 
wi rker. 


Marked success crowned his labors. 
He bad tbe faculty of turning »very- 
thing to profit. 
His was an lionor- 


nlile, 
successful 
and praiseworthy 


career. In business competition he 
maintained bis integrity. His Chris- 
tian charaetei was so manifest that 
he won friends by the score and buu- 
dred. Beginning at the very bottom 
of tbe Industrial scale be surmounted 
many obstacles, and became one of 
our most prominent citizens in llnan- 
clal circles. At the time of his -leatb 
be was at tbe head of several busi- 
ness concerns, any one of vhich 
might have satisfied a less energetic 
man. 


"The enumeration of the commer- 


cial positions which he beld bv no 
means describes his activities. One 
wonders how be could find time for 
the multiplicity of such dalles. But 
In addition to these he devoted him- 
self to a work which the ordinary 
man thinks should be done, but by 
sonic one who has more leisure than 
himself. 
Urgent as business was. it 


did not prevent him from engaging 
In humanitarian work of a \aried 
clianctei.

Hin devotion to the woik of 
the home was such tli.it lie eieii 
selected Christmas reiiicnibninei.fi for 
tile rneti at a time, when be neetud to 
luishund bis strength. Thev, in tuin, 
have displayed their love for him by 
attending tbiH service as a body and 
presenting a heautiful floral tribute, 
which they have purchased voluntar- 
ily from their meagre savings. 


"The other organization may be 


considered the antipodes of this. 
For 


twenty-three years Mr. Louderbongb 
has been tourieoted with the Lafa>- 
elto Keformed Chui-eh Kumlay School ~ 
Seven years he served ns "treasurer 
and sixteen years as superintendent. 
He shared the passion of tlie okl 
Greek who ciirect not to lease his 
message written upon the dead slicep 
skins, but preferred to lnue it in- 
scribed upon living hearts He hat 
left a lasting and a growing memorial 
in the lives of our youth. 
When 


many thought they needed recreation 
Sunday afternoons, he spent his time

Even In his 
last illness be sent his school a 
Christmas and Kew Year greeting in 
tlie form of a card bearing the Cnrlst 
Child Flag. It is peculiarly lilting 
that their tributes to him at tbis lime 
should be in the shape of the floral 
shield bearing the cross and crown. 
Truly he bore bis cross among us. 
How rich must be bis crown ! 


"Compared with that reward, to 


which we believe be has gone, how 
tawdry are the honors and emolu- 
ments that have to do with earth 
alone. Not that we should speak 
lightly ol material things, and their 
wise use. Let us praise those who 
can acquire them, and use them as 
faithful stewards. Let us laud tlie 
business foresight, tact, industry, in 
doinilable courage, thrift, prescrvance 
and enthusiasm which our brother 
possessed in such a marked degree!

CABEER OF DECEASED. 


Ilarry Louderbough was born 
Bristol, 1'a., in 1845 and had been a 
resident of Jersey City since J887. 
He came to Jersey City early in 186", 
and obtained a position as clerk with 
John McElder, who was proprietor ol 
a lighterage company at the foot of 
Wasuinglon street. 
He was in the 


employ of the Morris Canal Company 
for three jears and then became con- 
nected with C. A. Woolsey, who was 
in business at Hudson and* Montgom- 
ery streets. 
Afler Mr. Woolsey en- 


gaged in the paint business Mr. Loud- 
erbougb acted in tbe capacity of trav- 
eling salesman. He remained with 
this linn, which was known as the 
C. A. Woolsey Company, for nineteen 
vears and then entered into business 
for himself. In It8!) he established 
the New Jersey Paint Works, which 
is now at Fremont and Wayne streets. 


Mr. Louderbougb was the president 


of the Lincoln Trust Company, presi- 
dent of the Manhattan Laundry Corn- 
pay, president of the Newman Mis- 
sion and a director in the Children's 
Home. He was a member of the 
Lafayette Reformed Church and sup- 
erintendent of tho 
[Sunday school 


there. His work in connection witb 
tbe Sunday school was his most con- 
genial diversion from his business. 
Be was president of tbe Hoard of 
Trade, having 
been elected three 


times. A special meeting of that 
body will bo called at 2 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon to pass suitable reso- 
lutions. 


Mi. Louderbough was vice-presi- 
dent and trustee of the 
Evening 


Journal Fresh Air Fund. He was 
chairman of the Waterfront Improve- 
ment Commission recently appointed 
by 
MaydV Wittpenn to study the 


Hackenanck River improvement pro- 
ject. 


Gov. Franklin Fort offered to ap- 


point Mr. Louderbough a member of 
tbe State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections, but tbis honor was declined 
by Mr. Louderbough because of his 
failing health.

Identified with the affairs of the city 
as has Mr. Louderbougb.

And the President nut 
cornplnecutly In tha Will to House, 
declaring that it wan not within hia 
Jurisdiction to Interfere with the leg- 
islative branch of the government. 
Now the government is engnged In u 
suit against tho tobacco trust, alleg- 
ing violations of the anil-trust laws. 
When the time was ripe for effective 
action to curb this monster, Aldrleh 
and Cannon were given full sway to 
promote tbe Interealn of this trust and 
the Republican IVnigress utterly ig- 
nored the protests of the few heroic 
figures who bravely championed 
the 


cause of the people. 


The more scandalous a trust has be- 


come the greater favor it seems to be 
granted from the marvelous Henate 
committee on finance. The privileges 
which this committee, backed oy Con- 
gressional votes, showers on the mon- 
opolies seem to be In direct proportion 
to their meanness and greed, as in 
the case of the sugar trust. 


The tobacco trust has reached Its 


present complete control of the trade 
in that product by u series of high- 
handed maneuvers which defied the 
Ian- and outraged (l< cency. Its capi- 
talization, amounting to $317,000,000, 
Is mostly water and It has swindled 
Its shareholders pililessly to enrich 
the Inner circle, who manage Its 
n (lairs. Nevertheless, 
this trust Is 


one of the particulai fete of the Aid- 
rich clique and 
of course received 


favorable treatment in the new tariff. 


During the Spanish War a special 


tax was levied on tobacco o» a mili- 
tary expedient. Ihe trust passed Ihe 
tax on to the consumer by raising the 
price of tobacco in packages by reduc- 
ing the weight of the package. At the 
clone of tbe war the tax was repealed, 
but the trust did not lower the price 
of packages. By this pretty trick It 
now enjoys an annual revenue of $21, 
000,000 which ought to go lo the Gov- 
ernment and w Ich would make a 
large hole In the treasury deficit. 
Why was the tax on tobacco repealed? 
The anwser is plain enough. Tbe 
Government lost many millions yearly 
by the repeal. Ihe consumer got not 
a penny worth of benefit. The trust 
got $21,000,000 a year. That is why 
it was repealed. 


Now that tbe Government needs 


money sadly , why Is not Ihc tobacco 
tax restored? To do so would not 
raise the price of the weed. The rise 
came years ago. Tbe reason why It 
IB not restored Is Just as clear as the 
reason why it was removed. 
Ryan, 


Elklns ami tho other magnates of the 
tobacco trust are cloce comrades of Mr. 
Aldrich, or rather lie represents them 
in the Benale, as ho does other rings 
of greedy monopolists. They do not 
want an Internal revenue tax to be 
levied on tobacco, because II would 
come out of their dishonest profits, 
and as long as Mr. Aldrich runs the 
finances of the Uovernmenl there will 
be no inch tax.

CONCERNING THE CENSUS.

the rivalry ol the lat|* cities In this 
respect sometimes takes an amusing 
form. If population were tbe chief 
goal of the human race Chinu and 
India would lead the march, but as 
a matter of fact no nices are more 
backward In many Important respects, 
and none attract fewer 
Imitators. 


China has been railed an arrested civ- 
ilization and It has been beaten In a 
war by a nation with but a tenth of 
Its numbers. India is not even a 
national sovereignty and the world 
luufes little to it for any news except 
that to be expected from a petrified 
social existence anil fmjueut famines. 
K'jwla's needs are many, but more 
population U not one of them. It Is 
but natural that In a comparatively 
new country like the United States, 
and epseoinlly In the chief clticx, the 
rapid increase in inhabitants should 
be -pcclttlly noted, but there are other 
things that deserve constant observa- 
tion and study. 


Municipal population in this coun- 


try Increases swiftly, but It Is admit- 
ted tint municipal government Is the 
inn*! defective department of Ameri- 
can public affairs. 
A great deal of 


money la raised In cities by taxation 
and the sources of Increase arc many. 
Bui the oftlclal service is expensive 
and often misdirected. City detks are 
heavy as a rule and the results in 
general 
not proportionate. 
Wastas 


and wrong methods are evident 
Yet 


it Is likely that the census returns of 
1S10, 
fairly analyzed, will show a 


material Impiiiveinent even in the 
cities. They have made fine progress 
in education und public libraries. 
Their hnnpltulb are larger and better 
cqulp|icd. Tbclr vnrlona departments 
are 
less sunken 
In ward politics. 


Ueyoml doubt Hie census will pro.e a 
great growth of population in the 
cllim. Thci will be fortunate If the 
other gains an-found to be'in the same 
class. Tlie Hems other than popula- 
tion un the ones llmt call for close 
comparisons. 


Mr. Qlavls, wlio boldly chaigcd 


fraud In the United States Land De- 
partment, was nrhirarlly, with the 
sanction of President Taft, summarily 
and without a hearing, discharged 
from the service by Mr. Balllnger, 
who gained his cabinet position by 
reason of his collection of a hugo Taft 
campaign fund in the Htate of Wash- 
ington.

freight rates.

name of "protection"—heaven help

The resolution which was Intro- 
need Into Congress last week to 


make a sweeping inquiry into the cost 
of living in the United States sets 
forth that during the past twelve 
mouths there has been an advance In 
prices of commodities from 11 to 80 
per cent and during the past thirteen 
years of more than 56 per cent, which 
is entirely disproportionate to the In- 
crease iu wages, making it difficult 
for millions of people to procure food, 
clothing and shelter consistent with 
their needs. The resolution charges 
the Aklricb tariff bill with being a 
large factor In the rise of prices of 
necessities, through permitting trusts 
to monopolize products and manipu- 
late prices. 


Single-room dwellings for tbe use of 


the poor are being experimented with 
by the city of Newcastle, England. 


Secretary lames Wilson of the agri- 


cultural department Is also engaged 
in a desperate bunt for such cause* of 
the high prices as will fit in well 
with Republican financial policy. 
Foodstuffs, he says, oust mere because 
there are top few farmer^ and too 
many grocer*. He Is thui quoted: 


Too many people are eagaged In 


the business of distribution. What 
we need Is more farming. 
Too many 
persons are rushing' to town and city 
and trying to make a living there, 
and not enough are staying In the 
country. Too many are trying to get 
along without work and not enough 
of them are In tbe business of produc- 
ing something. One man could do 
the business of distribution where IX 
are now engaged in it. That Is the 
reason why the cost of living Is high 
and the people are complaining. 


But will he affirm that there has 


been any material change In the di- 
rection noted during the past dozen 
years which cover the period of rising 
prices? Furthermore, how does what 
he now says fit in with the statistics 
recently Issued by bis department 
showing that agricultural production 
of leading food staples In the Unltod 
States has increased In recent years 
rather than diminished, relative to 
the population? 


Somebody Is undergoing considerable 


expense In seeking general newspaper 
publication of an article condemning 
the war department for its refusal to 
patronize the tobacco and Standard oil 
trusts. Why not Instead appeal to Judge 
Gould of the district court at Wash- 
ington foi an injunction restraining 
the department from maintaining an 
"unfair" list or a" we don't patronize" 
Hat? Again an effort is being made 
here and theie lo organize a national 
anti-trust league whose members will 
pursue the policy of refusing to buy 
tliv products «f concerns which are 
designated by the officials of theorgan- 
i/.iitfon as offensive trusts. What will 
be Its standing under the law as laid 
down in the Uompers-Mitchell-Morri- 
son eases?

It 
was during this epoch that we as- 
cended the sadly remembered histor- 
ical James river and stopped at tbe 
settlement of Jamestown.

We stood on the spot where Pocohon- 
tas is said to have saved bis life and 
viewed the trysting rock by the river, 
where as recorded by the legendary 
historian Annas; Captain Smith won 
the heait of the Indian Princess. In 
the light of subsequent history, and 
the curse of hereditary, entail inent. 
would It not have been better, had 
Powhatan 
let Ihe big stick fall. 


Then 
Pocohontus would not have 


been abandoned, forsaken, and married 
to an imbecile. 


On this trip up the James we 


rested at William Henry Harrison's 
landing. The mansion house near by 
(a Bappabannock lumber bungalow 
structure) was the bead quarters of 
McClellan, while resting after light- 
ing and marching for seven days. 


We landed at Newport News, and 


via trolley reached Hampton. 
Forty 


eight years had sped away, siiiee 
some members of our party first en- 
tered this ancient settle uent. Then 
they were treading on the heels of 
Mngruders retreating Incendiary army. 
The residence of John Tyler across 
an 
Intervening tributary was left 


standing. In 1861 tbe advance guard 
of the Union found numberless empty 
wine bottles iu the basement The 
estate In after years was controlcd by 
a liquor seller. (Never put new wine 
into old bottles.) On or about the 
year of 1880, the party in question, 
opened out to whosoever a wholesale 
und retail rum emporium. Antedat- 
ing this time, a certain portion of the 
government reservation had been set 
apart and walled In "as a final resting 
place."

allies for Speeding. 


The 
new automobile law which 


went into effect In Pennsylvania on 
January 1, 
involves nmny radieal 


changes in the regulations governing 
the opemtion of motor vehicles. 


Instead of a straight license fee of 


S3 per machine, each must be regis- 
tered iiceoriling to horse-power. The 
fees are: $5 for ninchines of less than 
20 horse-power, $10 for more than UO 
and less than 50 horse-power, and $15 
for all over 50 horse-power. For motor 
eyelew tho fee is $X, 


Under the reciprocity feature of the 


new law machines from other States 
being operated temporarily in Penn- 
sylvania will DC allowed to go free 
for the same length of time and un- 
der the same con'ditions as apply to 
Pennsylvania 
machines 
in 
their 


States. 
The usual period is ten days. 


Licenses are required for chauffeurs, 


at $2 a head, ami each chauffeur must 
wear, a badge issued by the Stulu 
Highway 
.Department, 
inscribed: 


"Pennsylvania 
Licenses 
Driver," 


Owners driving their own cnrs do not 
need chauffeurs' licenses. No person 
under eighteen years of age may op- 
erate a car except by special permis- 
sion from the Highway Department.

One of $1UI) or imprisonment of one 
year, or both, for operating » uia- 
cliii: with any other than its own re- 
gUtry lag, and a like penalty for "joy 
riding" without the consent of the 
owner. To operate a machine while 
intoxicated is to court a tine from 
$100 to $300 or imprisonment ol one 
year, or both. 


ft is required that the horn shall be 


sounded 
when overtaking another 


vehicle or a pedestrian or ridden horse 
and at all crossings where the author- 
ities have erected signs bearing the 
words. "Danger, blow your horn." 
The machine, and if necessary the 
motor must be stopped 
when the 


driver or rider of a iiorse signals to 
do so, and unnecessary sounding of 
signals and the use of the murlier cut- 
out when passing olber vehicles are 
prohibited. 


The speed limits are as follows: In 


open country, one mile in two and 
one-hall J minutes;

dangerous, 


congested or built-up places, 
and 


where the authorities nave erected 
signs inscribed, "Danger, run slow," 
one mile in live minutes. It is un- 
lawful to pass a street car on the bide 
on which passengers are being let on 
or off.

speed regulations shall conflict with 
the State law and no public road 
open to horses shall be closed to au- 
tomobiles. 


The penalties for exceeding the 


speed limit or running a car without 
a registration tag, with an unlicensed 
chauffeur are:

»*, $25 to $AO or twenty (Says in jail; 
third and subsequent offenses, $50 to 
1200 ami thirty days in jail. In ev- 
ery instance the accused may appeal 
to court from the decision uf a justice 
of the roace or alderman-, and may 
leave bis car as security if other ball 
IB not at hand. The registered num- 
ber is prinitt facie evidence of tbe re- 
sponsioility of the owner thereof un- 
less lie can prove that be was uot in 
tbe car at tbe time of the offense 
against tbe law.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Greatest Number of Deaths from Pneu- 


monia Daring the Year and Twenty 


Cases of Diphtheria. 


At tlie regular monthly meeting of 


the lirKtol jluruugli Council held on 
Muudtiy evening, Dr. H. I'ursell, the 
president uf tho Huuixl of Health, sub- 
mitted the annual report 
of that 


board, which is us follows :

There have tiecn 14(i deaths in the 


boiough in the fiscal year ending De- 
ceiuher HI, I'M), fronj causes given in 
the ]iat attached hereto. 


Plieumonia, including the variety 


known as hroucho-pneumouia, heads 
the list of fatal diseases, there having 
been twenty-three or almost one-sixth 
of the whole number. It is an insid- 
ious disease, often appearing sudden- 
ly without apparent rauseand ending 
fatally within two or three days, 
while much the larger number get 
well. 


There have been 17 cases) of typhoid 


fever reported, with but two deaths, 
which is u material reduction from 
some former years, both ia the num- 
ber jf euses and the percentage of 
fenths. 


Tvvcntj' cases 
of diphtheria have 


occurred with four deaths, a fatality 
of 25 per cent. Compared with a mor- 
tality of 75 per cent., in some cases 
jefore the use of antitoxin, the reduc- 
tion is Htaitling. Its early use is, of 
course, necessary. The State furnishes 
anlitoxin freely to all indlgente with- 
out cost to the borough. The Board 
requires a close quarantine in this 
dibcase aud there is some difficulty in 
maintaining it among those not un- 
derstanding tne gravity of the ail- 
ment, or indifferent to results. Where 
peiMms defiantly disregard the pla- 
card, the police have orders to imme- 
diately place the offending parties 
under arrest aud confinement, which 
will be done whenever they areappre- 
tiended. 


Twenty-eight cases of tuberculosis 


liave 
been 
reported 
with 
eleven 


deaths. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that many cases have not been 
leported. The State Dispensary has 
uecn in operation part of the year and 
is of great value in supplying the in- 
digent with proper food uhd remedies, 
and in giving them instruction in 
sanitary 
measures. 
Residences 
in 


which deaths occur from tuberculosis 
are disinfected by the 8tate Dispen- 
sary or by our Board, the same as is 
done after infectious or contagious 
diseases. 


In August our inspector visited our 


town and found 5U unsanitary places. 
They were all correcied upon his re- 
visiting them after the expiration of 
the notices. The police reported 73 
nuisances during the year which were 
also corrected. 


The water plugs have not been op- 


ened with any regularity and probab- 
ly many of them not at all. It is un- 
fortunate this condition should exist, 
especially us the street committee 
tiave agreed to be at the entire ex- 


tn^e of doing it. 
All of which is respectfully sub- 


mitted.
